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Town's Think-Tank Wading Through 
Infrastructural Issues 

Marion Water and Sewer Commissioners

Marion officials hear the clock ticking as they try 
to rewrite a backstory of inherited water / sewer problems 
that collectively sound like the fumbles, lateral passes and 
other desperate improvisations typical of the final play of 
a football game - maneuvers that go in many directions, 
but rarely to the end zone. 

The town's Water and Sewer Commissioners 
held their first quarterly meeting on September 24 at the 
Music Hall. The commissioners are also the Board of 
Selectmen: Chairperson Randy Parker, Vice Chairman 
John Waterman, and Clerk Norm Hills. 

Waterman explained his reasoning for initiating 
the meeting: "It was my feeling that as sewer and water 
commissioners we were not really getting regular updates 
on what was happening," he said. "Also, I think it's good 
for the public to hear how those projects are going so 
we're going to give this a try for a year." 

Approving bills and passing judgment on meter 
readings still left the selectmen lacking a platform to focus 
on major infrastructural projects, such as the wastewater 
treatment plant and planned upgrades to key stretches 
of water-main piping. So the commissioners, along with 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail, Department of Public 
Works Director David Willett, DPW engineer Meghan 
Davis, T.J. Walker from the Marion Board of Assessors, 
Rochester Water Commission member and longtime 
associate Fred Underhill, and interested citizens including 
local builder Sherman Briggs batted around a number of 
topics. 

McGrail acknowledged the former Water 
Committee including Underhill and the recently retired 
David Pierce. 

In an update, Davis reported that the new water

main on Mill Street has been installed and is in the process 
of chlorination and yielding samples. Davis said the 
water main will come online in four sections beginning in 
November and should be completed in the spring of 2021. 
Paving will occur in patches over the work. McGrail said 
the project came in under budget. 

Davis reported on progress with a new, 12- 
inch water main designed by engineering firm Tata & 
Howard for Delano and Point roads. The existing water 
main (6 and 8 inches) will be abandoned in place, and 
the Conservation Commission has issued an Order of 
Conditions for the project. 

Waterman said the timing of the projects will 
be key for the town's financial activities. McGrail said 
the Capital Improvement Planning Committee (CIPC) 
schedule will come out in a month, and the town can 
more effectively decide on how to move forward with the 
projects. 

Davis addressed planned upgrades to a combined 
pump station at the Mary's Pond well field, in which a 
new building will replace an existing one that will be

demolished. 

Waterman asked Davis what happens if a well 
goes down and how much reserve capacity would the 
town have, especially in peak summer months. Davis said 
she and Willett are evaluating different scenarios. They 
are also identifying hydrants needing maintenance and 
prioritizing work according to need. Work is expected to 
commence in the spring. Davis is also working with the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District Commission, 
taking over Willett's treasurer role that will see her review 
monthly invoicing and prepare a year-end budget. 

When the floor was opened for public comment, 
Briggs asked Davis if she knows why it took so long to 
get satisfactory tests on the sections of water-main pipe 
that were installed on Mill Street. Davis said means and 
methods are left up to the contractor so a number of 
factors could be in play. 

Briggs then delved into a number of matters 
related to water production, along with his own take on a 
history of mismanagement. "These ... mistakes that were 
made is why we're all here today, and I'm concerned 
about we don't keep making the same mistake," he 
said, referencing miles of pipe from Benson Brook out to 
Mattapoisett only to fall 8 feet short of a connection. 

Briggs asked if Marion's lone remaining well has 
the potential to be worth a rebuild. Davis confirmed that 
the well is running but not performing up to its capability 
"The well field ... it needs to be rehabbed again for it to 
reach its maximum capacity," she said. 

Willett added to that conversation, referencing 
a Tata & Howard report that shows the well to be 
permitted for 280,000 gallons per day. Meantime, Marion 
is producing close to 900,000 gallons per day from other 
sources, an amount Willett estimates will almost double 
at the completion of planned facility upgrades. "We have 
plenty of producing power and we can also borrow from 
MRV if we need to," he said. "It's certainly something I 
can ask Tata & Howard about." 

Underhill discussed Rochester's ongoing 
withdrawal from a water association with the City of New 
Bedford, which uses at least half of its 20,000,000 gallon, 
per-day limit. He said Rochester is "upset" that New 
Bedford will see its permit renewed "pretty much intact." 
Rochester has also negotiated a 5,000 gallon-per-day

increase in its association with Wareham to accommodate 
the large development planned for the intersection of 
routes 28 and 58. 

Recognizing the potential end of his 
representation in meetings with Marion, Underhill said, 

'1 think we've worked very well together and kind of 
stemmed some of the misunderstandings that have 
gone on in the past between the two towns." Marion's 
commissioners returned his sentiments, and Underhill 
exited the meeting. 

In his Water and Sewer Update, McGrail said 
residents are unhappy with recent rate increases. 

"I think it's important for us to explain to the 
public where those increases came from," he said, 
referencing Marion's two enterprise funds. "If we have a 
negative amount in the enterprise funds (at the end of the 
year), we need to subsidize it through the tax rate." 

Marion, says McGrail, has struggled the past 
few years to maintain a balanced budget and that the 
increases made during that time have been just enough to 
balance the water/sewer budget. Of the 2,500 homes in 
Marion, 1,700 receive sewer bills.

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That does not, however, address $10,000,000 in 
debt taken on by homeowners over a one-year period that 
McGrail said came with an enforcement order to line the 
lagoon. ''That's absolutely staggering," he said. "We went 
over $8,000,000 in sewer debt and over $2,000,000 in water 
debt in one year. We haven't fully funded that yet; the 
projects are both underway and are moving forward. 

"The water project's close to completion by the 
end of this calendar year, and it looks like the sewer 
project will be to completion. But people really need to 
understand - you talk about, you just do the math -1 
mean you're spreading $10,000,000 over 2,500 people. 

... That impact is tough, that's a really tough thing to 
manage." 

Upgrading the wastewater treatment plant and 
getting the town's water production operating up to its 
potential add to the expense, but they would be necessary 
for the town to accommodate the large developments 
proposed by area builders that would ultimately add the 
ratepayers that would ultimately contribute to the water / 
sewer's financial solvency. 

McGrail says Marion's water enterprise fund 
(savings account) is healthier than its sewer counterpart. 
"What happened over the last few years is the town got 
in a position where we were taking some of our retained 
earnings and utilizing them to subsidize the rates, to 
lower the impact on the ratepayers. And, by doing that, 
we eliminated on the sewer side all of our retained 
earnings. So now we have no cushion, we have no way of

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being able to deal with a capital project other than putting 
it on the ratepayers and raising rates. 

"So, on the sewer side ... if I have a $300,000 
capital project, I need to raise rates to be able to fund that 
because I'm not going to borrow $300,000 for that. That's 
not a great strategy, the better strategy would be to build 
up enough retained earnings that you can fund smaller 
capital projects with retained earnings and not have to 
raise rates consistently to do those smaller projects." 

The water side, McGrail says, has some retained 
earnings. "But you look at the debt in the water operation, 
our fixed costs are the debt and the supplies and the 
services," he said. McGrail said Marion needs to look at 
other measures to avoid paying 50 percent of incoming 
revenue to debt service. Staffing counts for 14 percent of 
the operating cost. McGrail blames debt for rising rates. 

"For a small town, it's got significant 
infrastructure issues. It's a really hard situation for us to 
be in," said McGrail. "I wish there was a magic bullet, 
and what we're looking at, trying to figure out a way to 
bring in more ratepayers, is really the only solution that I 
can come up with. Otherwise, we just have to bond more 
projects, and it just gets worse. ... And if we don't, if we 
just stick our heads in the sand, then what are we doing 
there?" 

Waterman agreed that projects like the Heron 
Cove residential development can add more users 
but also noted that the sewer system "with only 1,700 
ratepayers" becomes more costly to accommodate more 
users. 

Walker doesn't think increasing the number of 
ratepayers will make the required dent. "If you put in a 
thousand condominiums and charge them the highest 
rate, it's not going to bail us out so I think we really 
have to quickly move because other folks around us are 
moving and, if we wait for all these studies, I think we're 
in a pickle," he said. "We have some residents that their 
water and sewer bill is more than their real-estate taxes, 
and it's growing incrementally. 

"For those folks, they're not really interested in 
hearing we're going to sort of turn down the spigot or 
we're going to adjust some rates, they want to know when 
relief is coming. And, I think if you boil down to it, we're 
going to have to look into bringing in some outside water.

It's cheaper, it's more effective, and I don't understand 
why we're not having that discussion." 

Walker said Wareham has millions of gallons of 
water that Marion could access at lower rates, but Willett 
insists Marion has enough water, and what is failing is the 
means of getting it to the customers. "That infrastructure 
is so old and so antiquated, that's what these capital costs 
are going for," he said. 

Waterman said the town needs to make the 
infrastructural upgrades regardless because they have 
been neglected. "Once (facilities at) east and west are up 
and Mary's Pond are up, we have the existing capacity to 
meet that need," he said. "Regardless of whether we get 
the water out of Wareham or the wells, we're still going to 
have to spend that money to upgrades the mains because 
we didn't keep up on it." 

According to Waterman, the water main on 
Route 6 in the Heron Cove area is undersized as well as 
the aforementioned locations. Perhaps more importantly 
in the long term, he said that the town's newest water 
mains date back to 1970, are asbestos-lined and have 
a life expectancy of 50-70 years so the town needs to 
replace water mains all over town, not in just a few urgent 
locations. 

Waterman says Marion has been relying the past 
few years on two wells - two to three others are down - 
and the town is studying a potential emergency hookup 
into Wareham that would cost $700,000 to $1,000,000. 
Norm Hills cautioned that such an enormous investment 
would result in Wareham wanting water from Marion as 
well. Waterman said Underhill advised him to clear any 
such arrangement with Rochester because that is Marion's 
water source. 

McGrail said that, without the Mill Street project, 
Marion's water-rate increase would have remained in 
single digits. Meantime, by spring 2021 the town will 
have repaired 15 hydrants inside of a year. 

In his update on town sewer, Willett said the 
wastewater treatment plant is on schedule and off-budget 
only by $59,000 in change orders so far. The INI project 
mainly in the village area is also on schedule. Willett 
reported a $225,000 grant for Creek Road lift station. 

Other area projects are increasing in budget costs. 

Parker said he and McGrail have discussed

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issuing a pamphlet explaining the big water/sewer 
picture to the townspeople. 

The commissioners agreed with McGrail to 
maintain the agenda structure, but the schedule for the 
next quarterly meeting was not set. 

Marion Art Center Exhibit 

A Narrative of Beauty

The Marion Art Center has once again brought 
together works of art that could also be called works of 
wonder. The current exhibit, which opened on October 
2 and runs through November 7, features maritime 
paintings, primarily watercolors, by Mike Mazer and 
bronze sculptures by Erik Durant. From light and air, 
pigments and water, earth's metals and fire, these artists 
have executed narratives of the human condition albeit in 
very contrasting ways. 

Reflecting on his long career in medicine and 
these past decades as a painter. Mazer quietly and gently 
leads the listener through what can only be described as 
a triumph of the spirit. From his early years in a tough 
neighborhood, medical school, and military service. 
Mazer has achieved what others can only dream of - total 
accomplishment. 

After an extraordinary medical career that found 
Mazer holding the position of chief of Cardiology and 
chief of Nephrology at Cardinal Cushing and Goddard 
Memorial Hospitals, he later became an associate

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professor at Boston 
University and an 
instructor in medicine at 
Harvard Medical School. 

"I still read medical 
journals," he recently 
confessed. "I had to 
squeeze in painting for the 
30 years I was practicing 
medicine," Mazer said. In 
1997 he became a fulltime 
professional artist. 

The list of 

museums and permanent 
installations featuring 
Mazer's works is nothing 
short of impressive. 

From the American Society of Marine Artists to the 2019 
Coos Art Museum exhibit in Oregon to the International 
Society of Marine Painters, Mazer's paintings have been 
juried earning him 110 major awards. Most notably. Mazer 
pointed to his appointment to the Board of Directors 
of the American Artists Professional League as the first 
signature member elected in many decades. Only 13 of 
the 600 members of the AAPL have achieved signature 
membership. The USCG has many Mazers in their 
permanent collection, as does Massachusetts Maritime 

Academy. Experts agree 
that Mazer is one of US's 
most esteemed realistic 
watercolorists. 

Maritime themes 
are a favorite for 
Mazer but are not 
exclusive; he has done 
portraits, landscapes, 
and buildings, many 
commissioned pieces 
throughout his career. 

"It's the feeling that I 
paint," Mazer replied 
when asked what draws 
him to a subject matter.

first in pencil, then I paint. ... When Fm taking care of a 
patient, Fve got to know precisely what I need to do - 100 
percent, no guessing. As a realistic painter, that precision 
carries through." 

One could say that being a watercolorist is as 
unforgiving an effort as mending a sick body. You either 
get it right or you don't. Mazer gets it right. There are 
30 opportunities now gracing the MAC gallery walls for 
you to experience the precision and awesome beauty of a 
Mazer watercolor. 

Topping 10 pedestals positioned throughout the 
two gallery spaces are bronze sculptures done by Durant, 
known for both his commissioned and studio works. 

He is also a professor of Fine Art at Bristol Community 
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College. 

Durant's commissioned pieces may be found 
in New Bedford home to the Fisherman's Tribute, The 
Squid, and the Tom Lopes memorial statue. Soon to be 
unveiled at Marion's Bicentennial Park will be the recently 
completed Elizabeth Taber statue. 

When the Wanderer caught up with Durant he 
was juggling the rigors of moving house, teaching and 
chasing after a toddler, breathless but willing to share his 
artistic insights. 

"I've had a long-standing interest in narrative. 
When I did the fisherman's tribute I could relate to the 
human story as a father," he shared. "I bring myself to this 
process, I observe the world ... art is the expression of the 
human condition. 

"There are universal concepts, family for instance, 
whether it's a good family or not. ... So much art in 
the past 30 years hasn't been narrative. It's enjoying a 
renaissance, it's a cycle, but right now it's on a high note." 

This quest for the narrative is why one will see 
mythological figures and themes in Durant's studio work. 
There is also the exploration of bondage both put upon 
the human form by society as seen in his Prometheus 
statue or emoting from the body itself as in Pandora. 

Sculpting in bronze is a painstaking process of 
first sketching from life, then, for Durant, making what 
he calls ''clay gestures" again from life. He said that by 
using life models he can capture the body's movements, 
surfaces, expressive elements not available from merely a 
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photograph. 

The Durant sculptures are strong, grounded 
pieces depicting the human form while glorious in its raw 
physicality; it's also fragile in its spiritual struggles. You'll 
find Pandora, who isn't gaily receiving gifts from gods 
but instead with her arms and legs, seemingly keeping 
her from doing the very thing she's been told not to do - 
open the jar. Yet at the bottom of all the evils the jar holds, 
there remains hope. That could be a metaphor for all we 
collectively have been dealing with in 2020, with hope 
ever-present in our thoughts. 

The Mazur and Durant exhibition is sure to 
quench your thirst for art in unexpected and glorious 
ways, and gives one hope that better days are coming 
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because art thrives.

Bike Path Crosses Selectmen's Desk 

Marion Board of Selectmen

In Tuesday's meeting at the Music Hall, the 
Marion Board of Selectmen was asked by Open Space 
Acquisition Committee Chairperson John Rockwell to 
sign off as owners of three properties to help facilitate 
progress on the town's Bike Path project. 

Before pens would be put to paper. Selectman 
Norm Hills said the board was waiting to hear back from 
the Department of Public Works on the close proximity 
that he said two replication areas have with a cinder-block 
wall. The three areas are at Marion Fire Station, Point 
Road, and an easement granted from the East Marion Fire 
Station to an open lot before Joanne Drive. 

Noting that Town Meeting had approved funds 
for the bike path, Rockwell explained that the Marion 
Open Space Acquisition Committee (MOSAC), which 
owns adjacent property to the requests, filed a Notice 
of Intent with the Conservation Commission because it 
impacts wetlands. 

Rockwell told the selectmen cost estimations were 
made based on between 3,000 and 4,000 square feet of 
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wetlands replication. Instead, it turns out there would be 
less impact on wetlands and more tree removal, clouding 
the picture of the cost of this piece of the project. Rockwell 
suggested a bidding process will reveal the cost, but 
MOSAC is limited in what it can spend. Hypothetically, 
he said, "Obviously, we can't sign a contract for $280,000 if 
we've only got $230,000." 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail offered to work 
with Rockwell on the bidding process. 

MOSAC is also applying for approval to the state 
Department of Environmental Protection. 

Hills said he would also like to know the plan 
to remedy the spot where poles and guidewires lie and 
hang in the middle of the path. Rockwell explained there 
is a technical fix to that applied by the utility company, 
calling it "a pretty common strategy in a more built-up 
environment." 

The path, according to Rockwell, is 8 feet wide 
with 2 feet of shoulder on either side. The highest point to 
a drop-off is 20 inches. 

Selectman John Waterman suggested Marion 
take advantage of the benefit of having engineer Meghan 
Davis on the DPW staff and request her attendance at the 
next Board of Selectmen meeting to get her opinion and 
expertise. 

The matter was tabled and put on the next 

agenda. 

McGrail was to meet with the Finance Committee 
on Wednesday and post the warrant for the November 5 
Special Town Meeting on Thursday, October 8. But first, 
he needed the selectmen to sign oh on changes to five 
articles. 

The most significant of those changes was to 
Article 2, originally asking the town to supplement the 
Town House renovation (Article 9 of the 2013 Annual 
Town Meeting) with $30,276.04 in prior appropriations 
dating back to 2015, 2018, and 2019. Article 2 will now 
ask for appropriations totaling approximately $112,000 
from other projects that McGrail told the selectmen were 
"all funded with free cash, projects were completed and 
funded." 

Marion is looking for significant help from the 
Sippican Historical Society to finish the Town House 
renovation. 

In a 4:15 appointment, resident Chris McLean 
appeared before the selectmen to appeal a requirement 
that he give up Mooring No. 1031 in Marion harbor. 

"I've been a good resident of the town, taxpaying, 
everything you can. When this (float) goes away. I'm 
not going to replace it," said McLean. "My basic thing is 
you tell me why it has to go away. The last meeting the 
decision was already made. We (were told that we) have 
to get rid of it at the end of the year. You guys tell me 
why I can't keep the mooring. I don't see a good enough 
argument to take it away when so many people enjoy it." 

Harbormaster Isaac Perry said that there have 
been some grandfathered cases in the harbor, but all 
ownerships predate 1984. In McLean's case. Perry said, 
"This is the end of the third year." Perry noted that 
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309 Front Street, Marion 


Marion receives ''quite a few requests for these kind of 
swim floats," that it was the consensus of the Marine 
Resource Commission that it does not fit in well with the 
state regulations and that there are over 150 people on a 
waiting list for a mooring. 

McLean said he knew of more recent 
contradictions to the rule. "There's a whole bunch of ways 
to get around this, but I thought I'd come in here and be 
straight up," he said. "I figured you guys could do the 
right thing and let me keep it, but if you're going to do 
that... I could get a petition going with hundreds and 
hundreds of names." 

"We'll make a decision that we think is fair and 
correct," said Waterman, who is also on a waiting list for a 
mooring that can accommodate a larger boat. 

Perry took issue with McLean's current boat- 
ownership situation and indicated that in March an 
official appeals period kicks in. 

There was no vote by the selectmen. 

Marion resident Carol Lescarbeau delivered 
a scathing letter of the town's handling of COVID-19 
matters relating to the reopening of Sippican School, and 
she alluded in the letter to being bullied by an individual 
while seeking services for her special-needs daughter. 

During the Public Comment segment early 
in Tuesday's Board of Selectmen meeting, she stated 
that some of the children playing outside at Sippican 
School were neither wearing facemasks nor keeping the 
prescribed 6-foot distance from one another. 


"There's a lot more to this story than meets the 
eye," she said, alluding to the Project Grow preschool 
program where she said she saw people "coughing and 
hacking." She added that her own child is on a full-remote 
learning program. 

Chairperson Randy Parker said the board would 
take her complaints under advisement and that McGrail 
would respond on behalf of the town. 

As of Tuesday, Marion had 150 preregistered 
citizens for the drive-through Flu Clinic that will be held 
on Thursday, October 8, from 1:00 pm to 4:00 pm at the 
Community Center. Those interested are asked to call the 
Community Center to sign up in advance of the clinic. 

McGrail said staff members went through the 
clinic last week as a dry run. "This is a huge undertaking 
for a small town," he said, crediting Lt. (and future chief 
of police) Richard Nighelli for his leadership on the 
project. McGrail said there are nine certified nurses who 
have volunteered their assistant along with EMT's. 

Marion received a $255,000 grant from the state's 
Coastal Zone Management to fund a feasibility study for 
an upgrade to the Creek Road pumping station that sends 
sewer to the town's main station. DPW Director David 
Willett is in the process of putting together a full RFP 
process against a June 30 deadline. 

The selectmen approved a request from Sippican 
Historical Society Executive Director Leslie Piper to hold 
a noontime march on Saturday, October 24, along Front 
Street in recognition of the date of the 19th Amendment 
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to the US Constitution prohibiting gender discrimination 
in election voting. The approval came with the condition 
that the society pay for the police detail and comply 
with all COVID-related protocols regarding crowd size, 
wearing of facemasks, and social distancing. 

Waterman recently submitted two letters to the 
editor of The Wanderer, and the selectmen and McGrail, 
citing Town Counsel's approval, suggested he henceforth 
include his elected position with his signature on 
newspaper articles. 

The town's contract with ORCTV will come up 
during the "tri-board" meeting scheduled for Thursday, 
October 22. 

In other business, the selectmen approved a 
holiday schedule that will see municipal buildings close 
for Thanksgiving on Wednesday, November 25, beginning 
at noon. They also approved the donation of an osprey 
pole and platform from Jeff Doubrava for Boat Yard Park. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was not yet scheduled. 

Freetown Looking to Join Old Colony Family 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The possibility that Freetown will join the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational-Technical School district was 
discussed by the Rochester Board of Selectmen during its 
October 5 hybrid meeting. 

All three selectmen. Chairman Paul Ciaburri, 
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Vice Chairman Brad Morse, and Clerk Woody Hartley 
attended a meeting held at Old Colony's Rochester 
campus, along with Finance Committee Chairman 
Kristian Stoltenberg was also present. 

Freetown's formal request to join the five-town 
Old Colony district may not be its only option. Since 
1986, students could pay tuition to attend Old Colony, but 
Hartley pointed out in Monday night's meeting that this 
is the first academic year in 30 years that Old Colony has 
had no students from Freetown. 

Joining requires buy-in by the joining town and 
a unanimous Town Meeting vote in all member towns 
including Freetown, something that will not appear 
on any town meeting warrant for a vote this year. Old 
Colony is looking to expand its Rochester campus and has 
talked about a medical technician program. 

While the Massachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) would award more grant money for 
an expansion project to accommodate six towns rather 
than five, a no vote in any member town shoots down the 
possibility of Freetown becoming an Old Colony member. 

The selectmen reviewed the draft warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting to be held on Monday, November 
16. "It's just a draft right now," said Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar, noting that the selectmen's next 
meeting (Monday, October 19) will include representation 
from the Planning Board, the town moderator, town clerk, 
etc., at which points recommendations can be made. 

The warrant also includes an article on sidewalk 
snow clearing. 

"We're going to need to think about it as far as 
cleaning the sidewalk in front of private properties," 
said Town Counsel Blair Bailey, noting the amount of 
manpower that it would take to accomplish. 

Rochester residents are required within 24 hours 
from the end of precipitation to clear in front of their 
properties. Bailey said it's the town's responsibility to 
plow the snow off of those sidewalks not in front of 
private homes. 

Morse pointed out that three-quarters of 
Rochester's sidewalks are not in front of private 
properties and extend miles. As an abutter to the Connet 
Woods development, Morse would not vote on the matter 
but he did say, "I think the cost is going to be prohibitive." 
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Meantime, he cautioned that plowing stretches of 
sidewalk and steering around those in front of homes 
makes hitting sprinkler heads likely. 

Hartley advised his colleagues to bring the matter 
to the public at Town Meeting and settle it there. 

In other business, the Board of Selectmen voted 
against using its right of first refusal on Neck Road where 
Decas Cranberry Inc. applied to create one buildable 
lot out of three smaller properties. The Planning Board 
(against) and Conservation Commission (for) made 
conflicting recommendations to the selectmen where it 
concerns exercising right of first refusal in the case of 
Bendrix Bailey at Gerrish Road and Snipatuit Pond. The 
selectmen voted not to exercise its right of first refusal. 
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The selectmen signed off on a borrowing 
anticipation note renewal for an ambulance and also on 
the State Election Warrant. 

Rochester's Department of Public Utilities is 
scheduled to meet on Thursday, October 29, at 2:00 pm 
and has invited Representative William M. Straus and 
State Senator Michael J. Rodrigues to join a Zoom call to 
support the Utility Aggregation Plan, Rochester's first as a 
part of the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). 

Szyndlar reported that Rochester will soon 
receive its first CARES Act reimbursement check in the 
amount of $33,602. 

Rochester's Verizon contract cable deal expires 
on May 6, 2023. It was suggested negotiations start early. 
Morse will represent the selectmen in negotiations with 
Chief of Police Robert Small, whose contract is up next 
year. Szyndlar reported to the selectmen that Andrew 
Daniel needs to be appointed as ADA coordinator through 
June 30, 2023. 

The town clerk has ordered an official ballot box 
that will be clearly marked and placed safely in front of 
Town Hall. 

The board has put Christmas tree lighting on 
hold. As for Halloween, the selectmen recommend people 
follow the CDC guideline. 

The next meeting of the Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled for Monday, (October 19. 

ConCom Cuts Corner so Charon Can Cut 

Down Decaying Tree 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission, in 
their meeting held on October 6, moved into unfamiliar 
territory when Rick Charon came before the commission 
to discuss the removal of a potentially hazardous tree 
growing on the border of a wetlands buffer zone. 

The tree in question is adjacent to a home that 
Charon is working to develop. Charon explained that the 
tree is showing clear signs of decay and is likely diseased. 
The strong winds coming from Snipatuit Pond that 
borders the property could be enough to cause the tree to 
fall onto the home, which features large portions of glass 
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in its construction. 

As work on the development progressed, 
Charon's fear surrounding the instability of the decaying 
tree has grown. With that in mind, he came before the 
commission in order to get permission to remove the tree 
and eliminate any risks it might pose to the home being 
constructed on the property. 

Charon presented his case to the commission in 
an informal matter. There was no formal application or 
Notice of Intent filed for the removal of the tree. Charon 
explained that the tree is only 4 feet into the buffer zone 
and that his proposal is to cut the tree and grind down 
the stump. "We tried everywhere else not to go into the 
buffer zone, but this tree is problematic and needs to be 
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removed," said Charon. 

Charon and the commission quickly agreed 
that the proposed work would have no impact on the 
bordering wetlands, and ultimately the removal of the 
tree would be in the best interest of the site. 

Although consensus on the matter was reached, 
there lack of formal application by Charon raised 
problems on how to proceed. Without any application to 
make an official application to pass a motion on. Chair 
of the Commission Michael Conway explained that 
Charon would need to file a Request for Determination of 
Applicability so the Conservation Commission can clearly 
and legally permit the work to go forward. 

Charon expressed his initial hope that the minor 
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and insignificant nature of the work being done in 
relation to the site would be sufficient justification for the 
commission to allow the proposed work to go forward 
without a formal submittal process. Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon explained that there should be a form 
created to allow minor projects like this to go forward 
without the lengthy application process required for a 
Request for Determination of Applicability. 

According to Farinon, many other surrounding 
towns have developed similar procedures in order to 
reduce the number of minor projects coming before their 
commissions. Chair Conway agreed that a means to easily 
dismiss low impact proposals would be beneficial and 
suggested that the commission meet with the Rochester 


Board of Selectman to adopt such a plan. 

With a future plan in place, the fate of Charon's 
tenuous tree remained undecided. Charon questioned 
whether there was anything the commission could do in 
this particular meeting to prevent him from having to go 
forward with an application. After Farinon consulted with 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey, she revealed that it may be 
possible for the commission to grant approval without the 
application. 

After discussion on the matter. Commission 
member Christopher Gerrior made a motion to allow 
the tree to be cut down. Gerrior's justification for the 
motion was based in the potential safety risk posed by 
the flimsy tree. Member Kevin Thompson seconded the 
motion. Before voting, Conway explained that he would 
not vote in the affirmative as he was still not certain if the 
commission had the authority to allow the work to go 
forward without a proper application procedure. 

Despite Conway's dissent, the commission voted 
in favor of the motion and allowed the work proposed 
by Charon to go forward. Charon expressed his thanks as 
he is now able to begin work on a project that could have 
been delayed to early November. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting is set to be held remotely over Zoom on October 
20 . 

Immunization Planning, Restaurant Rating 

System Discussed 

Mattapoisett Board of Health

Speaking to the issue of providing COVID-19 
immunization, public health nurses Amanda Stone and 
Emily Field said distribution systems are not yet in place. 
This and other pandemic-related matters were discussed 
when the Mattapoisett Board of Fiealth met on September 
30. 

Stone said that it's unclear at this time what 
the process and structure will be for COVID-19 vaccine 
distribution and that it now appears that a vaccine for 
everyone, not just essential workers, is a year away. She 
also said that health officials are talking about a series of 
two inoculations, not just one, to guard against this viral 
infection. When asked how a two-dose system would be 
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monitored, she replied, "A tracking system is not in place 
yet." 

Stone went on to explain that the common flu 
strains for which vaccines have been developed now 
number nine different varieties. "There's education, 
there's paperwork (and) it's a huge undertaking that 
takes away from other services. That's why we elected 
to partner with the Southcoast Wellness Van," she said. 
"Viruses mutate, which makes it hard to get immunity." 
Stone said this impacts high-risk people with health 
issues. 

Regarding school-age children, the nurses said 
that all students attending school will be required to have 
a flu shot by the end of the calendar year. She said she had 
been working in close collaboration with school nurses. 

When the topic shifted to the general public's 
cooperation in wearing masks and exercising social 
distancing. Board of Health Agent Kayla Davis said that 
her office had a few complaints over the past two months 
but that most people were complying. 

Field commented, "It's good that people are 
taking an interest and complaining." 

On another matter, Davis said that the Board of 
Selectmen had asked her to look into a Food Grading 
System that would rate restaurants and other food-related 
venues using letter grades to indicate compliance. That 
grade would then be posted in the front of the restaurant 
for public notification. Grading systems award an "A" for 
those establishments that are clean and up to code, "B" 
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representing a clean establishment with minor violations, 
and "C" possible shuttering of the business until standards 
are met. 

BOH member Ken Dawicki spoke strongly against 
implementing such a grading system in Mattapoisett. "I 
don't agree. If you don't get an 'A,' do you try again?" 

He said that businesses currently have what he termed 
"enough stumbling blocks" and that "this is very subjective 
depending on who the inspector is." Davis reiterated that 
the selectmen wanted the subject reviewed. "I've been in 
the food industry for almost 50 years," Dawicki stated. 
"There are enough hurdles now." The topic was tabled for 
further discussion at a later date. 

Discussion turned to the Transfer Station with 
Davis advising the board that the state will no longer allow 
cities and towns to burn brush piles. The news elicited a 
nearly unanimous reaction of "What do we do now?" from 
the members. 

Board members discussed renting and or 
purchasing a grinder to turn brush into mulch and 
speculated about costs associated with brush dumping at 
the Transfer Station. They wondered aloud whether the 
majority of brush coming from commercial entities was 
actually from Mattapoisett properties and how and when 
they might implement increases from the current $5 fee that 
residents pay per load and the $10 fee for each commercial 
load. Davis was asked to look into grinder rental costs for 
their next meeting. 

Increases in perk-testing fees were also briefly 
commented on, as was denitrification technology now 
required in new septic installations in Marion. Chairman 
Carmelo Nicolosi asked to study this in greater detail. "This 
is new technology we should take advantage of," he said. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Health was not set at adjournment. 

Abutters Abundant in Case of New Horse Farm 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

On June 30 Lexington residents Carol and Ross 
Speer bought 6.03 acres of land at 66 Burgess Avenue, 
where daughter Katie Speer now lives and hopes to soon 
operate a business there, teaching children how to ride 
horses. 
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Since the land is zoned according to residential 
and agricultural categories, raising, training, and boarding 
of horses on the property is ''as by right" agricultural use, 
according to Rochester Town Counsel Blair Bailey But 
giving lessons is an active business and therefore requires 
the Special Permit that the Speers seek. 

In their September 24 hybrid meeting, the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals heard the case. 

Despite the applicants' wishes to be awarded the Special 
Permit on the spot, substantial questions from abutters 
persuaded the ZBA to vote to continue the hearing to 
Thursday, October 8. 

Katie Speer, who owns 11 horses and operates as 
Darkhorse Training out of a facility in Berkley, wants to 
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grow her business in Rochester. To that end, her parents 
created Five O'Clock Farm LLC for the purpose of 
buying the land in Rochester and to build facilities on the 
property. 

The plan as presented would a large outdoor 
ring, a new 140-by-70 foot indoor arena, a 80-by-36, 23- 
foot high, 10-stall barn, and a new septic system. There is 
fencing planned and, according to the applicants, plenty 
of trees to block the view from abutters. 

While the Speers indicated that efforts had been 
made to reach out to some abutting neighbors, others on 
the September 24 Zoom call said that they had not been 
contacted and were caught off guard by plans that would 
change a long-standing neighborhood treasured for its 
privacy. 

"We want to keep a low-key operation here," 
said Katie Speer, who envisions 15-20 horses and would 
work on the property with business partner Caitlin Lewis. 
"Most shows are off property, but we would like to host 
some small horse shows for lesson clients so they can 
showcase their skills for family and friends, but nothing 
big enough to cause traffic issues." 

Katie Speer said she wants to be able to give 
lessons in the evenings when necessary to meet a 
student's schedule, and that would necessitate flood lights 
on the property. "We plan on maintaining the natural 
vegetation and keep some natural buffers so that we're 
protecting everybody's privacy," said Ross Speer. 

Abutter Michael Kent described himself as a 


former ZB A member, and questioned the board's purview 
since the purchase of the land is based on what he called 
"a commercial enterprise from start to finish." Kent took 
up issue on varying matters, including hours of operation, 
the height, and nature of the floodlights to be installed, 
and suggested the Speers host interested abutters for 
a site visit were the many subjects on his mind and, he 
assumed, others' minds could be addressed. 

A lO-by-15 foot dump trailer is planned for the 
site for weekly removal of manure. Katie Speer said the 
trailer is a two-away type and, especially being located at 
the center of the property, is very unlikely to transmit a 
smell beyond property limits. 

Bailey explained to Kent that Rochester's bylaws 
include a catch-all empowering of the ZBA to grant the 
Special Permit. 

Chair David Arancio asked Bailey for clarification 
in distinguishing the lessons apart from anything else in 
the Speers' plans. Bailey added onto Arancio's question, 
noting that creating a nuisance is another reason why the 
ZBA might not grant the Special Permit. 

"In other words, if the smell (created a nuisance), 
the Board of FFealth would get involved and has gotten 
involved with manure piles in various places in the 
town when the smell has created a nuisance on abutting 
properties. You can have an allowed use all you want, but 
if it starts impacting neighboring properties, it's going 
to bring town enforcement in," said Bailey, who told the 
board it can require weekly dumping of manure. 
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''We could put a tarp on if you want us to," Katie 
Speer told Arancio. "If you leave them for months and 
months and months, they create a smell, but I don't plan 
on doing anything like that." 

Kent questioned if abutters were going to be able 
to freely live their lives without being concerned any 
noise might spook the horses. "I'm not opposed to horses, 
but I'm opposed to a lot of things I have heard tonight," 
he said, informing the ZBA that a decision granting the 
Special Permit on the September 24 meeting would result 
in litigation. 

Several other abutters made their concerns 
known, not the least of which was needing time to digest 
the details in order to be able to come back an articulate 
those. 

They will get that chance now on October 8. 

Bailey suggested the applicant set up a meeting 
with the abutters during the two-week interim so they 
can better understand each other's specific concerns and 
be better prepared to arrive for the continued hearing 
knowing where they stand. The board, said Bailey, needs 
more clarification and specificity on the lighting and 
traffic patterns. 

Arancio suggested Speer review the narrative 
presented with the application and incorporate some of 
the talking points from the September 24 meeting into a 
revised presentation on October 8. He also encouraged 
abutters with suggestions for conditions of a special 
permit to submit those to the ZBA ahead of the next 
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meeting. 

In the only other hearing before the ZBA on 
September 24, Anita and William Milka presented a 
revised plan that they had submitted on September 21 as 
they seek variances for relief under Chapter 20.40 Section 
D.l for approval for a lot with reduced frontage, reduction 
in buildable area and reduction in lot shape at 246 and 268 
New Bedford Road. 

In revisiting the continued case (No. 1149), ZBA 
member Richard Cutler said, "I like this new plan layout 
a whole lot better than what we had in the past... I'm 
prepared to vote." 

In two votes, the ZBA approved two variances: 
as to the hardship as it relates to the frontage is the 
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preexisting condition of the lot, and as to the hardship as 
it relates to the buildable area hardship being the wetland, 
The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for Thursday, October 8.

1 hybrid meeting either in person or via Zoom were 
brimming with optimism at a successful opening. 

"The classroom community has really done a nice 
job adapting to what they've been seeing every day, and I 
really think that has a lot to do with why we've had such a 
great opening," said Rochester Memorial School Principal 
Derek Medeiros. "I also think that the modeling piece 
has been huge. We opened up the recess, very basic, very 
simple, a walking track. They have an opportunity to go to 
two fresh-air stations, two areas that are no-brainers, easy 
for kids to follow things they're used to.

Marion. 

School Committee Chairperson Sharon Hartley 
asked Medeiros about progress with the new bus arrival 
and drop-off patterns. 

"We definitely changed quite a bit back there," said 
Medeiros, alluding to the internal practice administration 
got when school was shut down on March 13. He reported 
that parents have been patient and cooperative with the 
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protocol to stay in the car and thanked the Rochester 
Police for their assistance. 

'Tor sure, the two drop-off areas have been 
crucial," he said. "We certainly have more parent 
vehicles than students on the bus, but our buses have 
been fantastic. Our bus drivers are smiling, greeting the 
kids every day, being that first face they see, being very 
cooperative with families, helping and assisting and 
answering questions. And, if they don't have the answers, 
they're certainly guiding them to us." 

Medeiros said Assistant Superintendent of 
Finance and Business Operations Howie Barber has 
gotten every single student on the waiting list onto the 
school bus. Medeiros said the buses have run a lot more 
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smoothly with assigned seating. 

''We are very fortunate to have a dedicated staff. 
I've talked a lot about being flexible problem solvers ... 

I feel that our staff has really adopted that model," said 
Old Rochester Regional School District Superintendent 
of Schools Mike Nelson. "I have to say the students and 
the families have just truly been amazing (with the whole 
adjustment). ... Most important, the kids are just truly 
resilient, in terms of compliance and being able to adjust 
on the fly." 

Nelson reported receiving support for the hybrid 
learning model from both the Rochester health agent and 
health nurse. He's been putting together a dashboard 
that helps faculty structure how well the schools are 
faring with their learning model and what that might 
mean down the road. "We continue with metrics and 
data points on learning model... not trying to rush that 
conversation, but... important to let people know that 
conversation is taking place," he said. 

Last year nine children slated to attend Rochester 
Memorial School were home-schooled; that number is up 
to 27 this school year. There are 417 ORR district students 
in the hybrid learning model with 64 full-remote learners. 

Medeiros reported that cohort sizes average 
around nine, reaching in one case up to 12 with several 
cohorts at 11 students. RMS's 64 students in the full- 
remote learning model break down as follows: 2 in Project 
Grow (preschool), 11 in K-1, 24 in Grades 2-3, 23 in Grades 
4-5, and five students in Grade 6. 

RMS has divided its hybrid student body 
alphabetically according to last name, and it so works out 
that Cohort A (A-K) has 244 students and Cohort B (L-Z) 
has 246. 

In Kindergarten, Cohort A is in three groups of 8, 

6 and 7; Cohort B numbers 9,10 and 8. In Grade 1, Cohort 
A has 9,10 and 9 and Cohort B has 8, 8 and 9. In Grade 2, 
Cohort A has 9,10 and 11 and Cohort B has 8, 8 and 8. In 
Grade 3, Cohort A has 7, 6, 6 and 7 and Cohort B has 9,10, 

II and 9. In Grade 4, Cohort A has 9, 8 and 10 and Cohort 
B has 8, 8 and 9. In Grade 5, Cohort A has 12,11 and 13 
and Cohort B has 11,11 and 11. In Grade 6, Cohort A has 
11, 7 and 10, and Cohort B has 12,11 and 11. 

Nelson thanked school nurse Ellie Murphy for her 
leadership, expertise and professional approach. "Knock

on wood, at this point Rochester Memorial does not have 
a positive COVID-19 (test) scenario with the students or 
staff members," he said. 

Mondays have been kept as similar as possible to 
a normal school day (approximating a traditional 8:40 am 
to 3:00 pm schedule) with check-ins by the teachers and 
synchronous and asynchronous learning opportunities 
for students. Professional development opportunities 
occur from 1:00 pm to 3:00 pm. Specialists are taking carts 
around campus. 

The Rochester School Committee approved as 
an addendum to its Student Handbook several changes, 
including the ORR District's Anti-Racism Resolution 
as approved by the Joint School Committee, facemask 
policies, information on remote learning including 
arrivals and dismissals, attendance in hybrid and full- 
remote models, lunch menus, COVID-19 health guidance, 
and the responsive classroom. The Student Handbook is 
entirely digital. 

In his Financial Report, Barber reported that, of 
the entire $6,300,000 budget (90 percent of which is for 
academic instruction), $940,000 has yet to be encumbered. 

Monday meal pickups are happening in the 
afternoon for full-remote students and hybrid-out 
students. The USDA is proposing free meals through 
December 2021. Free meals are set to expire in December, 
but Barber is hopeful that the program will be extended to 
the next school year (2021-22). 

Chromebook distribution went well. ORR was 
hoping to have the iFads for Grades K-1 in September. 

Barber said that Facilities Manager Gene Jones 
has been doing phenomenal work and that personal 
protective equipment needs have been coming in. 

Barber also reported that three buses are 
operating at full capacity, usually 77 students but now 25 
(32 percent of capacity). "I believe we still have a little bit 
of room (to add students)," said Barber, who hesitated to 
suggest Rochester Memorial School could add 20 students 
to its buses.

Possessor, Starring Andrea Riseborough and Jennifer 
Jason Leigh. Directed by Brandon Cronenberg. Running 
time: 104 minutes. No MPA A rating. Now available on 
streaming home media. 

Surprises abound on the movie beat. If a 
filmmaker's debut feature doesn't do it for you, a 
second chance might be in order, and I thought Brandon 
Cronenberg, who bowed with the tedious and unpleasant 
Antivirus eight years ago, was still serious and sincere 
enough to merit further scrutiny. Cronenberg's new one. 
Possessor, sadly confirms my earlier response. Cronenberg, 
whose father is the legendary director David, is certainly 
no dummy, and he doesn't go for cheap thrills, or indeed 
any thrills. His work sure is gory, though, and the violence 
is crueler than it needs to be while not really engaging our 
emotions — just our gag reflex. People are always slipping 
and sliding on bloody floors, their sneakers squeaking 
around in puddles of gore. You can't say Cronenberg 
romanticizes murder or death at all. It's presented as a 
sticky, soul-scorching and repulsive experience. 

Does this mean that Cronenberg has earned a 
third visit from me? I'm afraid not. Possessor is bleak and 
cold, out of touch with ordinary feeling. Like the recent 
She Dies Tomorrow, the film takes off from a premise of 
fantasy but isn't moved to explore the premise's nuts 
and bolts, preferring to study the humans involved and 
create a mood. The problem is that there are no humans in 
Possessor, and the mood is dreary and depressing. Andrea 
Riseborough appears as Tasya Vos, a futuristic assassin 
who jacks into another person's consciousness and 
rides their body around, eventually committing murder. 
Tasya's main problem is that the host bodies of this neural 
hijacking are supposed to blow their own brains out after 
the job is done, and Tasya can't bring herself to do it. The 
first time she does it in the movie, she engineers a suicide- 
by-cop. Her second assignment that we see doesn't go 
quite as smoothly. 

"Andrea Riseborough is worth watching in 
anything" is a sentence I can no longer use after Possessor. 
It's not her fault; after a certain point, she enters the 
consciousness of a corporate lackey (Christopher Abbott), 
and the wounded, numb-spirited Riseborough vanishes 
into the glowering Abbott, who never manages to suggest 
being puppeted by Riseborough or even by a woman. 
(You'd think a filmmaker with Cronenberg's lineage 
would have more fun with the concept of a female 


assassin who finds 
herself with male 
equipment and using 
it on a woman. No 
fun to be had here.) 

Riseborough-as-Abbott 
commits double 
murder, again with far 
more sadistic relish than seems necessary given the no- 
nonsense demands of an assassin; then she loses control 
over the body, and the body heads for Riseborough's 
family's house. But Cronenberg's morose, dead-affect 
treatment of all this aborts any pleasure we might take in 
the twisty plot. 

I understand how unfair it is to compare an artist 
to his parent. But David Cronenberg, no less serious or 
contemplative, also brings an astringent wit to his work, 
as well as deft pacing. David Cronenberg's films are 
often hushed and eschew false, easy climaxes, but they 
move, and almost despite themselves they entertain. His 
violence, too, is never just gross or off-putting; he usually 
approaches it with the air of a bemused scientist. The 
difference between David and Brandon can clearly be 
seen in the way both men direct Jennifer Jason Leigh. In 
Cronenberg pere's 1999 eXistenZ, Leigh had the lead as a 
videogame designer on the run from her fans' fatwa, and 
Cronenberg provided a fun and funky adventure for her, 
giving her eye-candy support with Jude Law. Cronenberg 
fils casts Leigh as the scientist who runs this whole secret- 
agent deal, and here she has the same flat affect everyone 
else does. It could be anyone in the role. Leigh just sits 
around in a dark blue room and mumbles bitter mumbo- 
jumbo. What a waste of a still-vivid actor! Cronenberg's 
punishment should be one screening of Heart of Midnight 
— Leigh's equivalent of Vampire's Kiss — and going to bed 
without supper. 

It could be that Brandon Cronenberg somehow 
can't get interesting performances out of interesting 
actors because he's not an actor's director. In that case, he 
should stick to short films of ideas and avoid grasping at 
emotional straws that just aren't there. The only things 
holding me to Possessor were its unsavory brutality and the 
dread of more and worse. Now and then Cronenberg tries 
to employ the language of film to evoke disorientation, but 
it comes off like a student director playing with film stock 
or exposure levels. And, as with Antivirus, the movie has 
a clever premise but offers no clue as to why it was made. 
We don't feel any passion behind it, no suggestion why 
this story needed to be told now in this way. We feel no 
horror or sadness at the killings, just nausea and distaste 
for the killers. My only surprise at Possessor was that I 
managed to sit through all of it. 
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testing had gone well and, overall, Marion does not 
currently have any active COVID-19 cases.

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is in financial trouble. The answer is we are becoming 
increasingly unaffordable for many of our citizens. Not 
only are our real estate taxes going up, but one only has to 
look at the sharp increases in our recent water and sewer 
bills to understand my concern. Historically, Marion 
has resisted new growth and actively pursued land 
conservation. There is a price to that. 

The Town has existing properties paying taxes, 
which are called the 'Tax base." New growth expands the 
tax base and thus raises new tax revenues in addition to 
the 2.% increase permitted Prop 2.5. 

Marion has not been growth friendly. Getting 
new projects approved takes years. And, we have bylaws 
with technical requirements impossible to meet (Open 
Space Development District) or that are cost prohibitive 
(Inclusionary Housing). 

It is worse. We actually have been shrinking our 
tax base by conserving land through either temporary or 
permanent conservation restrictions. These properties 
pay little or no taxes. 

The 2017 Master Plan reported the following land 
uses based on the Assessor Database: 37% residential, 3% 
commercial and industrial, 31% tax exempt (the Town, 
Town-owned conservation land, churches, land trusts, 
and schools), and 22% temporary protected land (Chapter 
61, 61A, and 61B) 

These numbers tell us that 40% of Marion (37% 
residential and 3% commercial / industrial) essentially 
pays 100% of the cost of running the Town. The report

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goes on to say that 4,477 acres or 49% of the Town's 
total 9,105 acres is protected land of which 3,091 
acres are permanently protected. That's a remarkable 
accomplishment, but can we afford to continue to 
conserve land and shrink our tax base? 

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Committee 
will have four articles on the Warrant at the Special Town 
Meeting on November 5 requesting citizens to approve 
putting a total of 43 acres under conservation easements. 
Three of the articles are current land owners gifting the 
Town conservation restrictions on their land. The fourth 
article provides for the Town to buy a conservation 
restriction on three parcels totaling 34 acres. The Town 
will lose tax revenue from all these parcels either from 
them being reduced in value or going off the tax rolls. 

The Town cannot stop private entities such as the 
Sippican Land Trust from taking properties off the tax roll 
using private funding. Marion voters, however, need to 
decide whether MOSAC should be spending the Town's 
money (Community Preservation funds) to take more 
land off the tax rolls further shrinking our tax base.

History is all around us. Many times, very few 
even realize it is there. Below is one such forgotten piece 
of not just Rochester's but of our country's history as 
well. If you have ever walked through the older section 
of Rochester's Center Cemetery you may have noticed a 
worn gravestone with the following inscription: 

"Memento Mori 

Here lieth the remains of Elnathan Haskell 
He died the 16th April 1783 - In the 58th year of his age." 

This inscription is no different than many to be 
found in Burial Grounds of the time. It is what follows 
that is curious. It reads: 

"Lieut. Nathan Haskell 
son of Mr. E. Haskell fell in an 
engagement in latitude 47 & 18 N 
on the coast of France ye 9th Sept. 1780. 

In the 20th year of his age." 

The Haskell family was a very prominent family 
during the early years of Rochester's history beginning 
with Mark, known as Witchcraft Mark, the first to settle 
in our town. Later descendants included Nathan's 
brother Major Elnathan Haskell, a Major of artillery, and 
Aide de Camp to General Washington. He is depicted in 
Trumball's painting "Surrender of Burgoyne" found in 
the Capital building rotunda in D. C. Major Haskell is to 
the left near the tent. Another was Eugenia, who it was 
said, was a great beauty, who lived on Walnut Plain Road 
in the house where she was born in 1818 and died in 1907. 

So why is Nathan who died so young of interest? 
Dying in a battle so far from home and most assuredly 
buried at sea makes one wonder about the circumstances. 


It turns out, that this battle, as with many others, has been 
lost to time. Researching the internet offered little to no 
information and using a 111-year-old newspaper article, 

I have found only a little about a battle. It took place off 
the port of Nantes, France on September 9,1780.1 also 
learned that Haskell had been commissioned Lieutenant 
of Marines on June 5,1780, to serve on the Massachusetts' 
ship Mars. The Mars, a ship of at least 14 guns, was 
commanded by Capt. Simeon Samson from Plymouth. 

On the passage over. The Mars had captured the Brig 
"Tryall." The article noted that Nathan and other officers 

had signed a petition about 
the way the spoils (the Brig 
and cargo) would be divided. 
The Council in charge of such 
decisions voted on July 7,1780 
that the crew would receive 
one-half of all prizes captured. 
Captain Samson intended to 
call at a port in France with the 
Tryall when it became engaged 
in battle. As for the battle, the 
paper states "there was a sea 
fight on the 9th of September 
1780, in which, at least one 
American fell cannot be 
doubted." Any other details, as mentioned earlier, are lost 
to time. Young Haskell served on the Mars three months 
and four days before his death. He never received his 
"spoils" of war. 

Still curious, I would still like to know what 
happened that day in September. Perhaps, your curiosity 
is piqued as well and maybe you'll have better luck than I 
did.
